The boodlers have not yet let go of the gas 
bill.

Evidence that the boodle was the soul of 
that bill has been accumulating from day to 
day until at lest it has come boldly out that 
the municipal government is corrupt and 
franchises are not granted for nothing.

The Gas Investigation Committee appointed 
by the House of Delegates was in session this 
morning at the City Hail. They had for a 
witness President Emerson MeMillin of the 
Laclede Gas-Light Co., anda very shrewd 
witness they found him. Messre, Stone, 
Seigmund, Ward and Weinel were the 
members of the committee present, 
Lehman being the only absentee. As 


usual Mr. Stone conducted the examination of 
the witness. The committee were no more 
successful in their efforts. to secure from Mr. 
Meuillin the cost of manufacturing gas than 
they’ were in gaining the information from 
Mr. Thompson and Mr. Gibson. The com- 
mittee were also unsuccessful in their attempt 
to learn anything from Mr. McMillin concern- 
ing the statement published in a morning 
puper thatthe new gas company had offered 
to sell out to the Laclede Co. in cage 
the Mayor signed their bili. The witness and 
the members of the committee looked 
horns on the matterof answering this ques- 
tion and when the committee adjourned it 
was with the understanding that they should 
deeide what steps they could and would take 
to force Mr. McMillin to answer their ques- 
tions. 

So far our work has

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A Nolle Prosequi Liberates the 
Fifth National Bank Cashier. 


The End of What Promised to Be 
a Sensational Case. 


He Was Charged With Falsifications of the 
Bank's Books, but the Comptroller of 
the Treasury Recommends That He Be 
Not Prosecuted — Receiver Stephens 
Wishes to Use Him as a Witness in Suite 
—District Attorney Reynolds Can See No 
Public Good to Be Subserved by a Prose- 
cution—Histery of the Case—The Cash- 
ier’s Present Employment. 


Charies ©. Crecelius, late Cashier of the 
Fifth National Bank (obit November 7, 1887), 
under indictment forover two years in the 
United States District Court, was this morn- 
ing released from hig bond by action of Dis- 
triot Attorney George D. Reynolds. A nollie 
prosequi was entered as tothe indictments 
and Crecelius is free. 

When the Fifth National Bank closed its 
doors Bank Examiner Foreman was sent for 
and arrived the next day. A very slight 
examination of the bank's books 
convinced him that there bad 
been falsifications of those books. 
The examiner swore to an information on 
which a warrant was issued for the arrest of 
Cashier Crecelius. On November 16 the Grand- 
jury which was in session at the time of the 
failure, returned an indictment against Cre- 
cellus. 

THIS INDICTMENT CHARGED 
that the cashier had on May 18, 1887. changed 
an entry in the general balance, whieh was as 
follows:

in the sum of $20,000, with his mother and 
Francis Ovenstolz as sureties.

HE western portion of

aged about 80 years,

badly injured. Another is supposed by eye 

witnesses to be buried underneath the debris, 

notwitbstanding the statements of the con- 

tractors, Clark & Findlay, that such 

is not the case. The accident occurred about 

10 o clock and caused great excitement in the 

meighborhood. An immense crowd gathered 

and covered the street in front of the building 

regardless of the danger observable in the 

three story front wall, which was so badly out 

of plumb, that it seemed as if it must surely 

fall. Had it come down within a half an hour 

after the first crasb, the original accident 

would have been supplemented by a frightful 

catastrophe, as there were hundreds of peo- 

ple in the street who could not possibly have 
gotten out of the way. 

NARROW ESCAPES. 

When the accident occurred there were a 
number of workmen engaged on that portion 
of the building which fell and if it be not true 
that one of them was buried underneath the 
debris, the good fortune of the laborers is 
mostremarkable. The crash came very sud- 
denly. It was caused by a tile wall in the 
center of the southwestern part of the builld- 
ing giving way. This wail, which was made 
of nine-inch tiles, was one of the principal 
supporte of that part of the building and it 
was unable to stand the strain. When it col; 


lapsed the weight of the tiles falling upon the 
joists of the third story broke them and they 
pulled the eastern tile wall with the The 
mass of material crushed in the second floor 
and went down clear tothe cellar. The roof, 
too, being left withouta middie support fell 
in. When the center tile wall gave way there 
were three or four roofers engaged on the top 
ot the building, and they were precipitated 
with the roof down as far as the debris went. 
As the material extended up to the second 
story when it settled the men’s fall was con- 
sequently only two stories. Several workmen, 
who were working on the mansard roof when 
the collapse took place, ran along the narrow 
cornice with great haste to the southern 
end of the building where, by means of 
a ladder they were enabled to get out of the 
way of danger, Of the three men who fell 
from the top satisfactory account of only two 
could be obtained after the accident. One of 
them was observed to get out of the debris 
after the dust had cleared away, and descend 
into the auditorium. The other, Wm. Let- 
ford, was caught in thefront bay window. At 
the time he came down two other workmen 
were in the window, and they pulled him in to 
protect him from further injury than he had 
already sustained. As soon ag the falling had 
ceased, the two men who bad assisted Letford 
climbed along the cornice and got into a win- 
dow of the laundry which adjoins the Acade- 
my of Music on the west side. Letford lay in 
the window like he was dead. In a few min- 
utes a ladder was placed up to the window by 
J. L. Jordan, who keeps a bicycle store across 
the street, and a hod-carrier named Muldoon. 
The latter was about to ascend the ladder and 
rescue the injured tinner, when the front 
wall, which up tothat time had remained 
firm, began to give. It*buigedin the center 
near the second story and some of the bricks 
were forced out. Thecrowd rushed away in 
terror. Their fears, however, were not real- 
iged. The wail did not come down. It 
settied. After watching for a couple of min- 
utes more to see whether it would give way 
entirely, and seeing no further evidences of 
weakness, Muldoon climbed up the ladder 
and brought Letford down. The sfurdy hod- 
carrier was cheered oy the crowd as he de- 
scended with his burden. Letford was car- 
ried to Stuart’s pharmacy on the corner of 
Fourteenth and Washington avenue, and 
Jaid down on a couch ih the back room. Drs. 
Outley end, Forster made an examination 
of him and discovered that he was not 80 
badly hurt as had been supposed. He received 
a numbem of bruises, but his only serious in- 
jury was a broken left ib. After being given 
medical attention, he was sent to his home in

MEN IN THE CELLAR. 

When the crash came three men, named Ed 
Donnelly, Pete McGraw and Frank M. Grimes 
were working in the cellar, but they managed 
to get out withöut any injury. They did not 
eee the fall and could not give a good account 
of how ithappened. A carpenter named C. 
Lewis, who was working onthe floor of the 
auditorium,’ directiy back of that part of the 
building which fell, witnessed the whole oo- 
currence. : 

He said: ‘‘The tile wall in the center of 
that portion of the building which collapsed, 
was not strong enough to carry the weight 
which it was called upon to bear. That is the 
explanation of the accident. The wall gave 
way and carried the flooring with it, and the 
strain on the joist caused the eastern tile 
Wall to come in also. The roof being left 
without center support of course came down 
also and the weight of these thrown together 
was sufficient to sink right down into the cel- 
lar regardiess of obstructions.’’ 

Did you see any men come down with the 
debris?’’ f 

„Tes, but they were all on top of it and all 
got cut all right except Letford, who was 
caught in the bay window in front.’’ 

WAS A WORKMAN BURIED? 

The contractors of the building claimed 
after the accident that all the workmen were 
safe except Letford, but this statement was 
not credited by several eye-witnesses of the 
collapse, who expressed themselves as 
moraily certain that one man at least was 
under the wreck. Mr. W. Stuart, the pharma- 
cist into whose drug store Letford was taken. 
said he feit positive from what he had seen 
that one man would be found under the 
debris. He said: 

I had just been telephoning, and the tele-

window, so thatas soon as my attention was 
a by the noise I had a full view of 
what had occurred.

A NOVEL INDICTMENT. 


Charged With Killing a Man by Electricity 
in a Queer Manner. 


Much local comment has been“ caused 
among person interested in electric lights by 
the fact that the Grand-jury in New 
York City has indicted Oharles W. Pierce, 


Superintendent of lamps of the {Brush II- 
luminating Co., for manslaughter. Now that 
the streets of St. Louis are full of 
electric wires the case becomes 
very interesting. Pierce is charged 
with the killing of Henry Harris, an 
Eighth avenue dry goods clerk, who touched 
an iron window frame in front of his store on 
November 80, and received a sbock which 
killed him. The indictment is the first of the 
kind ever drawn up, and the wording of itis 
exceedingly novel. The attempt to fit the 
stereotyped legal phraseology to the new en- 
gine of death is almost ludicrous.

THE RUMOR WAS SHORTLIVED, 
as without exception the millers 
stated that not only had no option 
on their property been given, but that there 
bad been no serious negotiations with this 
object in view. According to E. O. Stanard, 
Mr. Cipricio had approached him and asked 
bim to name a price at which he would sell 
his mills, stating that English capitalists were 
ready to take them if an examination 
should show them to be worth the money 
asked. Mr. Stanard stated that his mills were 
not for sale and declined to consider the mat- 
ter further. Alex. H. Smith stated that he 
was positive that no option had been obtained 
on any mill in the city. It was 
possible that one or two millers 
might have named a price at which they could 
dispose of their property if they could obtain 
it, but no exclusive right had been given, nor 
anything in the nature of an option. J. B. M. 
Kehlor said that Mr. Cipricio has asked him 
to name a price at which he would 
sell, and be had done 80, but when the ques- 
tion of granting an option was broached that 
be had declined to consider it. 
OTHER MILLERS 

made statements tothe same effect and all 
agreed that while Mr. Cipricio had endeav- 
ored to obtain an option he had not exhibited 


any authority from any English capitalist or 
capitalists, and that no option had been given 
him. A gentieman interested both in elevators 
and in milling ald: This thing of granting 
options to English capitalists ts something that 
we have had little experience with, and 
many did not know how it worked. An option 
on à large property is a valuable asset 
and should not be granted for nothing. The 
manner in which not a few valuable options 
have been secured in this country is as fol- 
lows: A man would come along and ask the 
owner to ‘put a price on his property, 
pledge himself not to sell to anyone eise be- 
fore a certain time, and to dispose of his 
property tothe holder of the option at the 
price named if the money could be raised. An 
examination of the books would then be 
made, andthe entire secrets of the business 
disclosed. 
PLANS OF THE PROMOTER. 

Tue promoter in many instances repre- 
sented no one at all, but would go to England 
with the Information in his possession, and 
endeavor to find a purchaser.. Not only 
would individual capitalists be approached, 
but advertisements would be put in the 
papers, and every endeavor made to obtain 
sufficient money to buy the property in ques- 
tion. It the promoter succeeded, well and 

ood; if be talled, he was no worse off than 

fore. Ihe owner would have given him 
a full account of his business, and set 
a price at which he would sell, and received 
nothing Inreturn. In not a few instances the 
information thus obtained has been misused. 
A promoter would go to a miller,for instance, 
learn all about his business aud obtain an = 
tion. He would then go to another, do the 
same, give him full particuiars of the offer of 
his predecessor, and recommend that he be 
underbid. This has been done half a dozen 
times over, the promoter being able to cauge 
one man to beatdown another, and when he 
had reduced the —— to the lowest terms 
being under no obligation at all to buy, and 
ve probably representing no one but him- 
selfin the entire transaction. An option of 
this kind is worth money, often a very great 
deal, and should not be given unless a forfeit 
is put up. Weare beginning to see this now, 
and in future people who want to obtain 
options will have to pay for them. It will be 
much better for all part les.

Kansa8 Crrr, Mo., DecT30.—A violent wind 
storm prevailed in Kansas and Missouri yes- 
terday, accompanied by a flurry of snow early 
in the day and a decided drop in temperature. 
The thermometer fell to near the zero point, 
but about noon the weather cleared, and only 
the high wind continued.

The Great Snow- Storm. 


St. PavuL, Minn., Deo. 30.—Advices here 
seem to indicate that the great snow-storm of 
Saturday night raged over a very extended 
area. Rumors were rife in the newspaper of- 


fices that many wires west of here were down 
and travel must be delayed. The center of 
the disturbance appears to have deen at 
Huron, S. D., where the wind veered to the 
north and the storm increased until it became 
a veritable blizzard, blowing fifty miles an 
hour.

tional. Judge Dwight writes the opinion, in 


the course which he says: 

‘‘Awritof habeas corpus was sued out al- 
leging that Kemmler was sentenced to 
undergo a‘cruel and unusual punishment’ 
contrary to the constitution of the State of New 
York and of the United States. An offer was 
made to prove that the punishmentas pre- 
scribed by the statute was cruel and unusual. 
A referee was appointed totake and report 
such proofs as should be offered by either 

arty on the question proposed. The order 

elow dismissed the writ and remanded the 
prisoner to the veustody of the agent and War- 
den of the State Prison. An appeal from that 
order brings the case into this court and pre- 
sents a question very novel in its character 
and in the manner of its presentation. The 
attempt is to enforce the provision 
of the constitution against cruel 
and unusual punishment, based upon evi- 
dence intended to show the character of the 
penalty prescribed thereby. The constitu- 
tional provision here involved originated in 
the well-known Bill of Rights of England. 
That celebrated enactment was the first fruits 
of the great revolution of 1688. 

Judge Dwight then gives an Interesting re- 
view of the way in which the clause originated 
and continues: - 

It seems * clear that no provision of the 
English Bill of Righte was intended to operate 
as a restriction upon the power of the legisia- 
tive branch of the Engiish Government. The 
act was chiefly a protest against the 
acts of tyranny and oppression on the part of 
the crown. In regard to the similar provis- 
ion in the Constitution of the United States, 
it is in the first place to observed that it 
has no application to any department of the 
Government of the States, but is a restriction 
upon the Federal government only. There is 
even some doubt if it is intended as a restric- 
tion upon the power of Congress in regard to 
punishment for crime. With regard to the 
provision in the constitution of this State, the 
case is different. It must 
intended as 4 restriction 
legisiative autbority. We 
doubt that if the Legislature of this State 
should undertake to prescribe for any offense 
against its laws, the punishment of burnin 
at the stake, breaking at the wheel, etc., it 
would be the duty of the courts to pronounce 
upon such attempt the condemnation of the 
constitution. The question is now to be an- 
swered whether the legislative act here as- 
sailed is subject to the same condemnation. 
Certajiniy it ia not so on its face, for, although 
the mode of death described is conceded to 
be unusual, there is no common knowledge 
or consent that it is oruel.’’ 

The Judge suggests thatit could safely be 
presumed that the Legislature has sufficiently 
investigated the nature of punishment before 
passing the law and reviews the work of the 
committee which investigated methods ot ) 
capital punishment. After reviewing the ex- 
periments made upon animais by electricity 
and accidental deaths of men, through the 
same instrumentality, the Judge conciudes:

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dec. 80.—It Is getting 
to be quite the thing for married women and 
young ladies who have occasion to go out 
alone after dark, especially on the more un- 
frequented streets, to carry revolvers.

Any Authority From Him to Offen His 
Vote for the Meat- Inspection Bill for 
$1,000 or Any Other Sum—He Was Op- 
posed to the Pill on Principle—He Knows 
That Money Was Spent Lavishly in Jefier- 
son City.

According to the statement of Mr. Thomas 
Stringer, Senator Dan Kerwin offered to se- 
cure the vote of Senator Richardson for $1,000. 
Mr. Stringer’s statement was corroborated by 
Mr. Charles James, who said that he had been 
informed by Stringer of Kerwin’s proposition 
a few minutes after Mr. Stringer said it had 
been made. It was further corroborated by 
Meat Inspector Brokate, who positively as- 
serted shat Kerwin bad made a similar propo- 
sition to him. That Kerwin did offer to swing 
Senator Richardson in favor of the meat 
inspection bill for cash was therefore clearly 
established. The point about which there has 
been a great deal of doubt, though, was 
whether Kerwin had any authority to speak 
for Senator Richardson. The silence of the 
Senator on this subject was absolutely paih- 
ful. The pause for a reply had become so 
lengthened that many doubted whether it 
would come. The Senator, however, has 
spoken at last. He denies that Senator Ker- 
win had his permission to use his name. and 
asserts that he was opposed to the bill on 
principle, andt hat the combined butchers of 
the State did not have enough money to cause 
him to change his convictions. The inter- 
view with the Senator is as follows:
